Three-Legged Stool 


As has been so often pointed 
out, our government rests on a 
three-legged stool—the Court, the 
Congress and the Executive. Of 
the three, the Supreme Court 
alone is not subject to political or 
economic pressures of any sort. 
Its members do not need to seek 
votes or compromise principles 
for political support. This fact has 
seemed always to me the major 
achievement of the Founding Fa- 
thers. They provided checks and 
balances* against the court. But 
they were wise beyond their know- 
ing in making it free of the pres- 
sures which beat continually on 
the Presidency and the Congress. 

We are a nation of law. And 
our government is one of politics. 
The Presidency is not an office 
separated from pressures. It is:a 
political office. It must be so. It 
was wise to make it so. 

Those Americans. who some- 
times yearn for someone other 
than a politician to fill the office 
are astonishingly naive. If filled 
by a man who does not under- 
stand politics it does not, and 
cannot function, as the framers 
of the Constitution intended. 

Not until President Eisenhower, 
for example, learned some poli- 
tics was he able to give strength 
to his policies. Indeed, he still is 
handicapped by the fact he feels 
he must keep as far from politics 
as possible. 

But law is our real foundation. 

We cannot exist half lawless 
and half lawful—anymore than 
we could be half free and half 
slave. 


American Pattern 


It is in the American pattern to 
criticize any branch of our gov- 
ernment and to disagree with its 
findings. But nothing has been 
more shameful in our time than 
the attack on the Supreme Court 
by those extremists who are so 
fanatic in their opinions they 
charge the court with being under 
communistic influences. They are 
well aware that this is a pre- 
posterous falsehood, utterly with- 
out substance. Yet, many unin- 
formed persons have been led to 
believe it by angry politicians

Bread Mold Extract Hunts 


And Destroys Blood Clots |

BOSTON, Feb. 21—Mold that grows on bread has yielded an ex- 


tract that can hunt and destroy blood clots anywhere in the human | 


body in minutes, the Massachusetts Heart Assn. said today. 


The discoverer is Dr. Mario 
Stefinini, director of medical re- 
search at St. Elizabeth’s Hos- 
pital. He has been doing blood 
research under American Heart 
Assn. grants for 10 years. Stefin- 
ini said his discovery is still in a 
preliminary stage. 

The nature of the extract Is 
still under study. But it has been 
used with “excellent results” on 
25 patients, according to the Mas- 
sachusetts association. Its use fol- 
lowed long experimentation on 
animals. 

The mold is described by the 
association as so innocuous that 
it can be used on a patient still 
suffering from the shock of mas- 
sive heart attacks or cerebral 
strokes. It is administered by 
injection. — 


The technique could be used | 


in any hospital, according to Stef- 
inini. But at least another two 
years of study will be needed be-: 
fore it is ready for general use 
by family physicians, he said. 

If used early enough, the ex- 
tract may prevent much of the 
long-term damage often resulting 
from blood clots, Dr. Stefinini

Pulling Wires 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 21 (® — A 
self-styled “‘cheap politician” — 
Democratic National Committee- 
man Jerry W. Carter —testified 
today he pulled all the wires he 
could to get Richard A. Mack ap- 
pointed to the Federal Communi- 
cations Commission. 

And the 70-year-old Carter said 
that when Mack got the job he 
tried to tell Mack what stand to 
take in a row over who was to get 
the license for Miami’s Channel 
10, one of the nation’s most val- 
uable television properties. 

As it turned out, Mack disre- 
garded the advice and voted with 
the FCC majority. The result was 
that the license went to a National 
Airlines subsidiary and not to 
Carter’s friend, A. Frank Katzen- 
tine. 


CRACKER-BARREL WIT 


Carter’s testimony, crackling 
with cracker-barrel wit and shot 
through with astonishing frank- 
ness, frequently reduced the hear- 
ing of the House Legislative Over- 
sight subcommittee to helpless, 
side-splitting laughter. 

Subcommittee Chairman Harris 
(D-Ark) told Carter that his testi- 
mony pointed up ‘‘one of the most 
tragic examples of undue influ- 
ence and highpressure tactics’ in 
the history of any federal regula- 
tory commission. 

Carter said, “I’ve told the peo- 
ple of Florida repeatedly that I’m 
an ordinary cheap politician,” said 
Carter cheerfully. ‘‘The people I 


represent in Tallahassee can’t af- 
| ford an expensive one.” 


Carter is a member and former 
chairman of the Florida Railroad 
and Public Utilities Commission,

NEW YORK, Feb. 21 (®# — A 
federal grand jury today indicated 
the Radio Corporation of America 
on charges of monopolizing the 
electronics equipment field. The 
criminal accusation was brought 
under antitrust laws. 

The jury charged that RCA con- 
trols more than 10,000 patents 
covering radio and _ television 
equipment and also electronic de- 
vices used in radar and guided 
missiles. 

Every domestic manufacturer 
in those fields, the indictment 
said, is compelled to get a license 
from RCA. 

The complaint alleged that RCA 
worked out deals with foreign 
manufacturers not to compete in 
each other’s home territories and 
set up similar deals with such big 
American firms as American

WASHINGTON, Feb. 21 (P®—An Army court-mar- 
tial convicted M. Sgt. Roy A. Rhodes of conspiring to 
spy for Russia today and sentenced him to five years 


imprisonment at hard labor. 

Rhodes received the sentence, 
as he had the verdict, with out. | 
ward calm. But his wife and sis- 
ter broke into tears. 


The five-year term compared 
with a possible maximum of life 
imprisonment. In addition to the 
charge of conspiracy to commit 
espionage, Rhodes also was con- 
victed on a charge of falsifying a 
loyalty certificate. The maximum 
prov ided for this was one year 
in jail, plus dishonorable dis- 
charge and forfeiture of pay and 
allowances. 


The five-year sentence imposed 


by the military court of 10 officers 
covered both charges. 


Before he left in custody of a 
military policeman, Rhodes said 
at first he had no comment on 
whether he would continue the 
legal fight. But then he thought a 
minute and said, “I intend to 
fight.” 

The verdict and sentence go 
automatically to Maj. Gen. John 
G. Van Houten, commander of the

NEW YORK, Feb. 21 —An éle- 
mentary school assistant principal 
was knocked down and kicked to- 
day when he tried to break up 
a Vacant-lot fight between some 
boys from a nearby junior high 
school.

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Senate Acts Wisely 


In Ports Decision 


The State Senate’s refusal to give ap- 
proval to the proposed $3,750,000 pur- 
chase of Central of Georgia waterfront 
properties at Savannah by the State Ports 
Authority is most heartening. 

Certainly after revelations about the 
authority’s slipshod administration of 
ports properties, the General Assembly 
had every reason to put out the “go 
slow” sign. The whole business developed 
an odor of bad politics and an unneces- 
sarily expensive indulgence of same. 

No doubt the state could have made 
use of the properties in some way but 
it would have been an awfully expen- 
sive proposition to repair the docks which 
nobody else, including the Central of 
Georgia, seemed to want. There was justi- 
fiable doubt about the value of the prop- 
erties and many are of the opinion that 
all of them are not needed. 

The state should be able now to con- 
demn whatever parts of the properties it 
needs in the Whitehall Plantation for fur- 
ther development of the Savannah ports. 
And further development is needed if Sa- 
vannah is to compete with Charleston and 
Mobile. 

Georgia ports last year cleared some 
$172,500,000 worth of goods to and from 
foreign countries—most of it through Sa- 
vannah. They are a very important 
factor in the state’s economy. Their de- 
velopment should be encouraged in every 
way possible. 

The ultimate factor in defeat of this 
purchase was the authority itself. This is 
apparent from the Senate committee’s re- 
port yesterday charging “inadequate” and 
“improper” actions in administration of 
authority affairs. The committee went 
so far as to recommend outright abolish- 
ment of the authority itself and estab- 
lishment of a new seven-man board—four 
to be state officials—to replace the present 
five-man authority of citizens. 

The Senate committee’s hard-hitting 
report deserves more than _ cursory 
study. Improvement of Georgia’s ports is 
too important a matter to permit it to 
become a perpetual political football and 
always under the microscope of public 
and legislative suspicion. 

Once again the Senate has demon- 
strated a commendable trait of this Gen- 
eral Assembly in showing concern for the 
people’s money. The Savannah ports need 
enlarging and improving but this does 
not call for an endorsement of waste.

Symbol to All America 


Someone has said of George Washing- 
ton, “He stands out because he did things 
he didn’t have to do.” 

A present generation tends to remem- 
ber our first President as the little boy 
who couldn’t tell a lie and grew up to be 
the father of his country. 

Rich, aristocratic, English, a “have” 
amiong many “have nots,” George Wash- 
ington risked all that he had because he 
believed in truth, in principle, in freedom 
and in duty. 

That path of duty led him to Valley 
Forge, to Yorktown and from there to 
the seemingly impossible task of welding 
a nation from 13 diverse and’ discordant 
states. 

Washington was a builder who refused 
to deviate from the blueprint that meant 
strength for his country, security for his 
people. 

Of him, Chateaubriand, the French 
author, said: “He aimed at that which it 
was his duty to aim at... blended his ex- 
istence with that of his country.... The 
name of Washington will spread with 
liberty from age to age.” 

The Frenchman, contemporary of 
Washington, thus defined statesmanship 
and at the same time gave the world a 
prophecy. 

The good American will celebrate the 
226th anniversary of George Washington's 
birth by dedicating himself to duty and to 
country.

Roy Chalker Can Have 
His ‘Druthers’ Easily 


Roy Chalker, chairman of the State 
Highway Board and the Rural Roads Au- 
thority, reports he has become “aggra- 
vated.” 

His unhappiness seems to stem pri- 
marily from some searching questions a 
Senate committee posed concerning a 
publishing firm he organized. He and it 
produce the Georgia Recorder, a political 
paper which depends heavily upon such 
sources as manufacturers and sellers of 
highway materials, equipment and ma- 
chinery for its advertising revenue. 

Mr. Chalker chose to cloak the list of 
stockholders in secrecy, despite a com- 
mittee request to name them. 

This defiance of the committee 
brought a stinging rebuke yesterday from 
Lt. Gov. Vandiver, who wanted to know: 
“If all is well, why not bring the full 
facts?” A good many private citizens 
have been wondering thegsame thing. 

As the lieutenant governor said, it is 
pertinent for the people to know whether 
their public officials may have received 
large sums of money privately from per- 
sons or firms that they must deal with 
for the state in their official capacity. 

Mr. Chalker earlier had become so 
aggravated at the committee inquiry that 
he voiced this observation: “I have no 
fight with the committee ... I'd rather 
be back home publishing a newspaper 
than messing with this... .” 

Surely Mr. Chalker should have little 
difficulty in making the necessary ar- 
rangements. The roads from Atlanta to 
Waynesboro are paved and Mr. Chalker 
should be able to find his way with ease. 

He need not worry about his leader- 
ship being essential to road construction 
in Georgia. The Senate committee which 
recommended abolishment of the Rural 
Roads Authority and criticized its admin- 
istration should put to rest any false no- 
tions Mr. Chalker may have had as to his 
being indispensable. 

It’s been apparent for some time that 
the job .is too big for Mr. Chalker. And 
we're glad to see that his ‘druthers’ as to 
his whereabouts coincides with those of a 
lot of other people interested in a better 
road program for Georgia.

WASHINGTON—The American economy is 
not only becoming the major political issue of 
1958 but the main foreign policy issue as well. In

One of the big prizes here re- 
lates to the regulation of the nat- 
ural gas industry and whether 
gas at the wellhead is subject to 
regulatory control.

The Supreme Court later 
knocked out that ruling. 

The current inquiry is reveal- 
ing that the present administra- 
tion has followed the influence 
pattern. There have been numer- 
ous reports of White House calls 
to the Federal Power Commis- 
sion. The commission awarded 
the Hells Canyon dam site — the 
biggest prize of recent years — to 
a private company and that con- 
troversy is still raging.

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2 Million Members in U.S., Canada 
Counted by Disciples of Christ 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Feb. 21—There are nearly two million 
members of Christian churches (Disciples of Christ) in the 
United States and Canada, according to their just-published 
1957 year book. 

The new year book lists 8,080 Disciple churches with a total 
membership of 1,951,820 in the two countries, an increase of 
21,060 members and 18 churches over the preceding year’s 
figures. 

Claiming to be the largest Protestant communion originating 
in America, the Disciples of Christ grew from a frontier begin- 
ning in the early 1800s to a world membership of at least a 
million at the end of the 19th century. The year book counts 
1,060,307 members in 1897. 

World membership for 1957 was put at 2,244,039. 

Last year Disciples of Christ increased support of their 
churches in the United States and Canada by more than 3 mil- 
lion dollars over the preceding year, giving $73,059,219.85 for 
all causes. 

For the year ending June 30, 1957, the year book shows a 
per capita giving of $7.91 for missionary work. Per capita giv- 
ing in 1956-57 for local expense was $49.74.

But when the season opened, DiPrima was at second base. 
King, a master psychologist, convinced DiPrima that it wasn’t too 
late for him to get that long-awaited crack at the majors. 

King was frank in his discussions with Frank. In fact, he was 
blunt. He told DiPrima about the double play story; he also told 
him that the other guys didn’t consider him a team man. 

DiPrima listened and buckled down. He hit .298, improved 
his fielding and helped the Crackers bag another pennant. Last 
spring proved to be the end of the rainbow for DiPrima, but he 
didn’t find 2 pot of major league gold. 

He was just another guy lost in the shuffle on the crowded 
Brave roster at Bradenton. Manager Fred Haney, honing the 
Braves for their world championship trip, used DiPrima sparingly 
in exhibition games. 

Haney then took DiPrima aside one bright morning and told 
him that he liked his zip; that he didn’t have room for him now, 
but there was always a possibility they'd recall him from Wichita. 

1 talked with DiPrima a few hours after Haney had yanked 
off his najor league glass slippers. He didn’t take it so hard, for 
he thought he’d be the regular second baseman at Wichita, and 
triple A was a step up the ladder. But DiPrima didn’t play ail 
Wichita. Ben Geraghty glued Frank to the bench as a utility man. 
Soon he was back in Atlanta for a fourth term. He hit .281 and 
helped Buddy Bates win a flag, just as he had helped Wyatt and 
King. 

Now DiPrima has departed from the Brave family. It’s only 
one jump trom Louisville to parent Baltimore, and perhaps Frank 
will make it yet. Even if he never makes the major leagues as 
a player, hundreds of Atlanta fans will always remember him a 
major league guy.

MOTORS NEED MECHANIC CHECK AFTER WINTER STORAGE

Recently, I did a little story for John Martin 

on one of the most necessary luxuries any fish- 
erman cat own—a reliable — ' motor. One 
of the things that I failed to = 
mention was the importarte of 
that small extra effort required 
to keep it reliable. 

My favorite 72-hp outbyard 
js on a special stand in \the 
basement. When I make a trip 
by car to distant fisking 
grounds, that motor usually 
with me. It saves many 
of trailing my fishing boat “ . 
hind the automobile. Generally, po. 
it’s not too difficult to finda 
camp with clean, adequite 


several days ago to try some of the fabulous 
shad fishing on artificial lures, I placed my 
motor in the car trunk as a part of our gear. I 
hadn’t used it since last summer, but when I ran 
all the gas out of its carburetor in July, it was 
ticking like a two dollar watch. 


On Monday morning we stopped at Dick 
Geiger’s camp near the Mims bridge. That 
stretch of the St. Johns, between Jesup and 
Puzzle Lakes, is famous for its shad fishing. 
Each season, anglers take literally tons of the 
silvery fish on artificial lures. Rod and reelers 
come from all over the continent to dunk their 
tiny spoons and baits in the dark water of the 
river. The license plates you'll see, belong to 
fishermen from as far away as Quebec, North 
Dakota and Arizona. Many of them vacation in 
the winter months to escape the snow and frigid 
temperatures. 


They were in the wrong spot that Monday 
morning. The Florida State Chamber of Com- 


merce to the contrary notwithstanding, the ther- 
mometer at Mims bridge registered an airish 
28 degrees, and even the papers of the Sunshine 
State had to admit that such Yankee villages as 
New York City and Chicago recorded tempera- 
tures in the mid-thirties. 

But we were there to fish—come hello or high 
water—so with the wind blowing up my britches 
legs, I extracted rods, reels, tackle and the reli- 
able little 74%-hp from the luggage compartment, 
and presented my boat fee to a lady whose head 
was so bundled up in scarfs that all I could see 
were her eyes and nose. She took the flapping 
currency out of my hand, gave me a pitying look 
and retreated to her stove in the shack. 


I put rods and reels together, cushions on the 
boat seats, fastened my motor down, pushed off 
into the river and pulled the starter cord. For 
the first time since I’ve owned that motor, it 
refused to crank on the first two or three pulls. 
It was stiff from its long period of idleness, and 
after a ‘couple of minutes of fiddling with it, I 


realized that the wind had blown me half way 
across the river and the waves were bouncing us 
around like a loose fishing cork. 


Luckily, I had put oars in the boat. With the 
blades I battled wind and water for 15 minutes 
to get us back to the dock. We tied up there, 
had hot coffee out of the thermos, and then for 
an hour we should have devoted to fishing, I 
worked with my motor before it finally sparked 
its first drop of gasoline. 

I had overlooked an important detail that I've 
preached as long as I've been acquainted with 
outboards, and that detail cost me a couple of 
hours of valuable fishing time. No matter what 
shape a motor is in when it’s stored for the 
winter, having it checked by a good outboard 
mechanic before it is put back in use, may be 
the difference between some pleasant hours, and 
an aggravating period of overhauling a motor 
under adverse conditions, as I had to do. 

Or learn the hard way, and we'll give you a 
membership in the clan to which I belong.

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Teens Hit Report Cards, But School 


’ :

The report card system as used 
in most high schools today leaves 
much to be desired, believe the 
majority of students who wrote 
The Constitution this week. 

Most of the letter-writers lashed 
out at the system for encouraging 
a tendency to strive for good 
grades, rather than knowledge, 
and for presenting an unfair eval- 
uation of students’ abilities. 

While many agree the system 
is inadequate, only a few offer 


what they believe are better 
methods. Opinions of a minority 
who approve report cards range 
from tagging the system ‘“‘just 
and fair” to “a real blessing.” 
Practically all students prefer a 
numerical rather than letter grad- 
ing. 
Most students echo the opinion 
of Katherine Hudgens, 16, Albany, 
who declared in her winning let- 
ter: 

The report card system falls 
far short of presenting an ac- 
curate picture of a student’s 
progress. More emphasis should 
be placed on the ability he 
shows, the attitude he displays, 
his everyday contributions to 
the class and—most important 
—how hard he tries ...a good 
teacher should be able to meas- 
ure students in her daily con- 
tact with them. 

..+ We strive for high report 
ecard grades instead of for un- 
derstanding and learning... 
the threat of poor grades keeps 
many average students from 
trying the so-called harder 
courses. They feel licked be- 
fore they start, knowing low 
grades are the plodders’ lot... 
all of us can do more than we 
realize and it is important to 
keep reaching ... our present 
grading system shortens the 
reach of the timid, and puts a 
ceiling on the reach of the bold. 

Glenda Nelms, 17, Macon, be- 
lieves the emphasis on grades 
must be gradually replaced to 
further the cause of education: 

Instead of being an aid in 
the . .. process of learning, 
(the system) is given undue 
significance, as grades are the 
primary objective on tests and 
report cards ... little informa- 
tion is retained after a test. 

Grading in many instances is 
unfair: Hand a discussion ques- 
tion to several teachers and 
most likely each one will grade 
it differently . . . Unimportant 
details are over-stressed, caus- 
ing the pupil to lose the over- 
all significance ... Students 
should be encouraged to ex- 
press their own ideas and opin- 
ions... How can a person’s 
work—his ideas, attitudes and 
fesponses—be graded by a let- 
ter or number? | 

Atlantan Harold Hawkins, 17, | 
thinks the system is obsolete and | 
should be completely revised: | 

A gifted student is able to| 
make all A’s fairly easily. He’s | 
not graded on how much he'| 
accomplished, but on his in- 
herited I1.Q. While the gifted 
student coasts with all A’s, the 
weak student, who can make 
no better than a high C or low 
B, may try his best to bring 
home a good report card to no 
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should be taught separately, af- 
fording each student a chance 
to do his best, and a chance to 
be graded on his accomplish- 
ments. 

Bobby Hilburn, 15, Dublin, ob- 
serves that anyone can memorize 
a bunch of facts, and recom- 
mends: 

All tests should be shown to 
dissatisfied parents; report 
cards should mention progress, 
and the teachers’ views should 
be sent by letter to parents 
each month. 


Carol Russell, 17, Hapeville sen- 
ior, observes: 


There’s been a lot of talk 
against using numerical figures 
on report cards because stu- 
dents ... compare grades and 
one may get an inferior feel- 
ing if a friend gets a grade a 
few points higher than his. But 
often this would ... spur a stu- 
dent on to better work... Stu- 
dents should know and accept 
their EXACT grades... There

is too big a difference an A, B 
and C for a student to know 
exactly what he’s done. 


Among those in favor of the 
present system is Henry Grady 
High School student Lacrecia Bow- 
doin, 16, who sees it as a bless- 
ing, and who sees three primary 
purposes in the method: 

Primarily it is to give an 
impersonal picture of a stu- 
dent’s work. The report must, 
of course, be in relative terms, 
varying with standards of par- 
ticular teachers and accom- 
plishments of fellow students 
under similar conditions. In 
this way, it serves a second 
purpose, that of giving a scale 


pare -hkis achievements with 
others, providing a basis for 
him to evaluate his capabilities 
in certain subjects. It thus en- 
ables each person to find his 
own particular niche. The re- 
port card should serve as a 
stimulus to each student to ap- 


ply himself more to those sub- 
jects in which he sees the need. 
Each person cannot hope to 
make superior grades in every 
subject. — 

Jack Padgett Jr. of Blythe ob- 
serves that the present system 
has not adapted itself to the 
changing times and has proved 
unsatisfactory to most students, 
but he adds: 


Report cards cannot be called 
unfair, because they do partial- 
ly tell the story of the student’s 
work. However, they only be- 
gin to relate his ability, and do 
not complete the picture... 
He should be graded on such 
things as leadership, achieve- 
ment, character . Letter 
grades should be used in aca- 
demic courses. 

Patsy Phillips, 15, of Stonewall, 
declares it is necessary to have 
a system of grading that will pro- 
duce understanding between the 
parent, the teacher and the stu- 
dent: 

The simple, yet efficient 
grading system we now have 
does exactly this. 

She adds: 

Many people believe a child 
evaluation method should be 
used, but this is a long and 
complicated matter. It would 
also create misunderstanding 
between the parent and teach- 
er, plus adding a great deal of 
unnecessary work for the 
teacher. The report card is 
simple, yet it serves its pur- 
pose just as well, if not better, 
than a more complicated meth- 
od could,
